especialy on light soils, by the time the 
welcome break in the weather took place.

Live stock were in excellent condition. 
Young stores showed a marked improvement 
during the month, and cattle on fattening 
lands were reported to have put on weight 
satisfactorily. Dairy cattle were also re- 
ported to have made good progress, and 
gave improved milk yields. 


PROSPECTIVE YIELDS OF HAY. 

Haymaking began during the second week 
in June, but the progess of the work was 
checked by the heavy rains which fell at 
intervals during the remainder of the month. 
In some districts in the Southern part of the 
country most of the first and second crop hay 
was cut and saved in satisfactory condition. 
In other districts cutting was suspended for 
a more favourable spell of weather. 

All indications pointed to there being a 
good crop, and in most cases the reports 
predicted a yield well above the average. 
Old meadows which had been grazed late, 
and which did not look well towards the 
close of the dry period, benefited greatly by 
the rains and grew out well, giving promise 
at the end of the month of a better yield 
than average.

THE INDUSTRIAL DECLINE. 


The trade slump in the North continues. 
It is announced this week that two more 
factories—print works at Dunmurry, near 
Belfast, and a spinning mill at Drum- 
cairne, County Armagh—are to be closed. 
The first public intimation that the Dun- 
murry concern was to close was given in a 
letter to the Lisburn Board of Guardians 
on Tuesday, stating that it would be in- 
convenient for the firm to issue further 
tickets for medical relief after this week : 
the company had acted as wardens for the 
guardians in issuing “' lines ” for dispen- 
sary medical relief. The Drumcairne mill 
has been paying about £600 weekly in 
wages, and notice has been given to the 
workers that their employment will cease 
on the llth instant. 

Within the past year many industrial 
undertakings have closed their doors, and, 
unhappily, the state of affairs does not 
seem to be improving. At a meeting of the 
Ballymena Urban Council on Tuesday, Mr. 
James Henry stated that “ there is not a 
business concern in Northern Ireland 
making progress at the present time ”’ ;

ARCHBISHOP BROWNE. 

TO tHE KBDITOL OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srk,—In your issue of July 7th you report 
the Most Rev. Archbishop MacRory as 
describing Archbishop George Browne as 
“the irish Protestant vehbishop of 
Dublin.”"’ This is true in a sense; but it is 
not the whole truth. By people living at the 
time George Browne would be regarded as the 
lawful and Catholic Archbishop of Dublin, 
who tried to reform the Irish Church in his 
diocese. The distinction between a Pro- 


téstant bishop and a Roman Catholic bishop 
had not yet arisen. The distinction was 
between Churchmen who desired reform and 
those who n-a go "N it. The cry for “ reform 
of the Church in its head and in its mem- 
bera ” was universal throughout Europe in 
the sixteenth century. In many countries the 
Sovereign and the civil Government initiated 
the work of reformation. This was pre- 
eminently the case in England. Finally, the 
Papal Party began the same work by 
assembling the Council of Trent. A great 
part of the work of the Council is entitled 
‘* Decrees on Reformation.”’ 

The point which 1 wish to urge is that the 

reat movement known as the Reformation of 

e sixtéenth century sprang from the 
Roman Catholic Church, and was carried out 
by ecclesiastics and laymen who were born 
and bred in her bosom. I am not so foolish 
as to maintain that everything they did was 
right. Revolutions, like the pendulum of a 
clock, are too liable to swing from one 
extreme to another. There is no one to-day 
who does not regret that Archbishop Browne, 
in his zeal against the prevalent superstitious 
use of ' relics,"’ should have destroyed the 
‘* Staff of St. Patrick,’’ which, very probably, 
was, or contained, the genuine walking-stick 
of the Saint. As Browne was an Englishman 
and could not have known much of Irish 
history, he probably regarded it as just one 
of those spurious relics which abounded every- 
where at that time. Love and reverence for 
the genuine relics of antiquity are the result 
of historical study and learning, which have 
been lamentably lacking in Ireland. 
Vandalism, such as Archbishop Browne's act, 
is, unfortunately, not confined to ‘* Pro- 
testants.”” Thank God, we are to-day 
witnessing the dawn of a better spirit. An 
interest, love and respect for the ancient 
monuments of our country are spreading 
among all creeds and classes. 

Valuable information concerning the state 
of Ireland and her Church, and especially 
about Archbishop Browne, will be found in 
“ The Reformation in Dublin, 1536-1558," by

POSITION IN CLARE.

The memorn- 
dum said that in no part of the country had 
the burden of the incidence of rates on apri- 
cultural land been greater than in Clare. An 
unduly large number of poor persons requir- 
ing aid came within the purview of the 
Board of Health as compared, on a popula- 
tion basis, with the Midlands or Eastern 
counties. The standard of life for the best 
and most industrious was low, and the 
majority were ever on the border lines of 
destitution. 

Agriculture was the only industry in the 
rural areas, and, apart from flour-milling in 
Kilrush, there was none in the towns or 
villages, Agricultural land was approxi- 
mately eighty-three per cent. of the gross 
rateablé valuation, including the urban dis- 
tricts. The average valuation for an agr'- 
cultural holding was around £17 for the 
county. The total county rates, excluding 
the urban areas, amounted to £61.905 in 
1914 and to £128,909 in 1930—or an increase 
ot 108 per cent. On land that meant a jump 
from 38. 8d. tu 7s. 11d. in the &. 

The roads estimate was up 100 per cent. 
over the 1914 figures, the poor law figures 
were up 55 per cent., and the mental 
charges were up almost 142 per cent. There 
had not been a corresponding advance in the 
income of the farmer over the same period, 
and now there .was a reduction in the 
farmer’s purchasing power as compared with 
1914 


Agriculture was in the denths of unpre- 
cedented. dépression, and could not prosper 
without a reduction in costs or a very large 
increase in prices, Great as was the need to 
de-rate all holdings of a¢ricultural Jand, the 
need was accentuated in the cese of the small 
holding nnder £20.

" FUNDS FOR DE-RATING. ' 

The first place to seek in aid of de-rating, 
continued the memorandum, was in the 
Estimates of Expenditure, and Central Fund 
Nervices. For instance, there was the 
Sinking Fund for the National Loan 
amounting to about £700,000 on loans, in- 
cluding the recent issue, amounting to about 
£22, A sinking fynd of one per cént. 
per annum might be considered ample to 
maintain the price in the market and make 
revision for extinction thirty or forty yeers 
ence. 

A sum of half a million would be available 
at one, or almost a quarter of the cost of de- 
rating. A saving of close on £30,000 could 
be effected by reducing the Dail to 102 
members ind the Senate to 40; and further 
savings could be effected by halving the 
amount for travélling expenses. Without 
Ean carr its efficiency or “éducing its 
‘personnel economies to the extent of from 
seven and a half to ten per cent. could be 
effected.

The Royal Show is essentially a big show 

for big men in contrast with the Royal 

Dublin Society’s two big shows, at which 

single and double entry exhibitors are 

gradually increasing, At past Dublin horse 
shows long strings of horses have figured in 
the names of well-known horse dealers, who 

recognise the value of Ballsbridge as a 

market. While many of these remain in 

evidence, Mr. Bohane told me to-day that an 
examination of the entries for this year's 

Dublin Horse Show will prove the growing 

interest of small exhibitors in this important 


event, 
CATTLE PARADE. 

The parade of cattle held this morning was 
remarkable for its completeness. Having 
assembled in the jumping enclosure the 
various breeds lined up and were then 
walked round the enclosure, this part of the 
programme alone taking an hour. It gave 
the public an excellent opportunity of seeing 
and contrasting the twenty breeds on exhibi- 
tion. 

Russian agents are making strong efforts to 
complete the purchase of a thousand short- 
horns to replenish their depleted herds, and 
I am told that a transaction on these lines 
is likely to be effected. Chilian and South 
American farmers were interested in red 
polls, and representatives of other countries 
were also active. Business was comewhat 
slow owing to the tendency for exhibitors to 
ask too much money. 

SUFFOLK HORSES AND SHEEP. 
One of the features of the heavy horse 
arade was the strong contingent of Suffolk 

horses, among which was a fine collection of 
geldings, led by one weighing 224 cwt. from a 
manufacturing firm which is replacing its 
present teain of draught horses with Suftolks. 

Suffolk sheep made a strong display, and 
not one of their number was coloured, so 
that they were seen as they should be seen.

IRISH DEPARTMENT'S ENTERPRISE. 

New ground has been broken by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Dublin, in taking a 
stand for the exhibition of Irish seed potatoes 
at the Royal Show. This is in charge of Mr. 
W. D. Davidson, who is responsible for that 
particular section of the Department's 
activities, with his Donegal inspector, Mr, 
Major. The enterprise has been remark- 
ably successful; for Manchester is in 
the neighbourhood of an intensive 
potato-growing district, and few farmers 
or merchants interested have passed the 
stand without making inquiries. The samples 
of seed shown are in first-class condition, 
and surprised those who saw Irish seed 
potatoes for the first time. 

In spite of the recent depression in this 
branch of farming, new growers have ex- 
pressed a desire to test the seed next season. 
Those who already have used Irish seed 
Seager have been well satisfied with results. 

e exhibits show not only the seed, but the 
manner in which it is packed in sealed bags, 
which act as a certificate of purity. This 
is the right sort of publicity for the country, 
and if it is continued, the taking of more 
space should be considered. 
AGRICULTURAL INSTRUCTORS’ TOUR. 

Twelve agricultural instructors from the 
Irish Free State have just conéluded an edu- 
eational tour in England and Scotland. Some 
of their number who visited the Royal Show 
were impressed with its size and variety. 
Thair description of what they saw of the 
herds, flocks and studs of Great Britain 
will be worth hearing. The lessons that they 
learned will, doubtless, be usefully applied 
in their work of helping farmers. In regard 
to potatoes alone they saw crops, the extent 
of which even the largest farmers in Treland 
can hardly realise. In Lincolnshire, for 
example, they saw thousands of acrés under 
no other crop, and last year’s tubers were 
rotting in the pits. 

They travelled from the north of Scotland 
to the south of England, and in this way 
made a good survey of the different agri- 
cultural conditions which prevail in potato- 
growing areas in Great Britain. The indus- 
try has been commercialised to an extent un- 
dreamt of in Ireland. 

Particular interest also was taken in the 
methods of dairy farming adopted, and in 
one case the owner of 150 dairy cows stated 
that they were all Irish, having been pur 
chased in open market, and that they had 
an average milk yield of 800 gallons. He 
did not pay big prices for them. so that 
they represent ordinary cattle of the country. 

_ MACHINERY EXHIBITS, 

Looking at the four hundred exhibits of 
machinery and plant of the kind which ‘s 
gradually revolutionising agricultural life, 
one would not think that there was anv 
depression in business or agriculture, Farmers 
from all parts have heeg examining elec- 
trically-driven farm plant and tools with a 
view to installation, and an electrical pump 
has been designed for pumping pig food from 
a central reservoir to the various troughs 
in the pigsty, thus saving the farmer a jot 
of labour, 


THE USE OF ELECTRICITY. 

In view of the extension of Shannon 
power to agriculture, the views expresséd at 
a conference of the Electrical Development 
Association, held in the showground to-day, 
are of interest. Some New Zealand farmers 
are visiting the show, and Mr. W. PB. 
Gauvain, an électrical engineer to the New 
Zealand Government, explained why his 
country, with a population of less than a 
million and a half, is so progressive agri- 
culturally. By an efficient national distribu- 
tion of electricity eleven thousand motors 
are used for driving milking machines in 
New Zealand. When electricity was intro- 
duced dairy farms were equipped with oil 
engines, but the co-operation between the 
Power Boards and the farmers Was such 
that farmers scrapped their existing plants 
and substituted electricity as motive power. 
The question of wayleaves for overhead poles 
presented no difficultias. 

In New Zealand there is competition among 
farmers to secure land already electrified, and 
power is used for cream separating, water 
pumping, besides milking and genera) pur- 
poses. 

The farmers, said Mr. Gauyvain, rely for 
their living on export trade, and it is éssen- 
tial that production costs should be low to 
enable them to compete with other countviés 
Hence their appreciation of electricity..

Allegations of negligence, breach of trust 
and misrepresentation were made by the 
plaintiffs, which defendants denied. In the 
statement of claim it was stated that Messrs. 
Giles had entered into an arrangement with 
one of the managers of the defendants’ bank 
in Dublin, by: which £4,000, was to be advised 
to him each week in order to enable sb 
Kavanagh, an agent in the Free State of the 
plaintiffs, to pay for cattle which he had 
purchased on ehalf of Messrs. Giles. 

Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C. ; 
Mr. Finlay, K.C.; and Mr, William Black 
(instructed by Mr, James Fagan) were for 
the plaintiffs ; and Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C.; Mr. 
Carson, K.C.; and Mr. W. Walker (instructed 
by Mr. T. A. W. Purefoy) for the defendants. 


JUDGMENT APPLIED FOR. 

Mr. FitzGibbon applied for judgment on 
the ten issues on which, he said, the suit was 
based. He asked that the plaintifis should be 
non-suiled on the ground greeny that there 
was no evidence upon which they could obtain 
a verdict from a jury; that there was ho 
evidence of fraud on the part of the bank or 
its agents; that there was no evidence of the 
materiality of the representations; that there 
was no evidence of an inducement_to Giles to 
enter into an arrangement with “Navanagh ; 
if there were such representations, that there 
was no evidénce to show that the agents of 
the bank had authority to make those sepre- 
sentations on behalf of the bank, as such power 
was not within the scope of the authority 
of its agents; that there was no evidence 
of negligence or breach of duty; that there 
was no evidence of any agreement between 
the plaintiffs and the defendants as to deal- 
ing with the blank cheques which was bind- 
ing upon the Bank; that there was no evi- 
dence that any such alleged agreement was 
within the scope of the authority of the 
agents of the Bank; if there was a binding 
agreement upon the Bank, that there was no 
evidence that the blank cheques -were left 
with the Bank; that there was no evidence 
of any binding agreement upon the Bank; 
and that there was ne evidence, if it existed, 
that it was not carried out 

Mr. Justice Hanna remarked that there 
were allegations of deceit in connection with 
the representations; but if there was an 
agreement between Mr. Giles and the bank 
manager, it struck him that it arose out of 
a conversation. 

Mr. FitzGibbon replied that, to a large 
extent, that was so. 


'' EXPRESS AGREEMENT.” 

Mr. Wood, in replv, contended that there 
was an express agreement between the 
parties, and the bank manager received and 
filled up the cheques upon which Kavanagh 
operated on behalf of Mr. Giles. It was 
testified that duplicate receipts had been 
sent, and that was in confirmation of the 
agreement. Cheques were to be filled in for 
évéir hundreds by the manager of the Bank. 
How could anyone consent to that except 
the owner of the cheque’ The manager had 
made a specific bargain with Giles, which 
had nothing to do with Kavanagh, and in 
that respect the manager treated Giles as a 
customer. Everything disclosed transformed 
the whole transaction from being the case 
of a man financing an account into a positive 
matter of being a special arrangement. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—You cannot get away 
from your statement. of claim, that this was 
Kavanagh's account, and now you want to 
treat it as Giles’s account. 

Mr. Wood said that the position of the 
Bank manager was that he had the money of 
Mr. Giles. to whom he had to account; but 
he had exceeded the terms and conditions of 
the agreement. 

Mr. Justice Hanna called attention to the 
fact that the directors could sign an agree- 
ment, but the manager could not. 


MANAGER'S AUTHORITY. 

Mr. Wood pointed out that where a 
manager had a general authority no further 
authority was necessary, and it was binding 
upon the Bank. In this instance the manager 
had ample authority to make an arrangement, 
and its making was within the scope of his 
authority. As regarded the breaches of the 
agreement, he quoted-the holding up of the 
bí ' AR in proof oí that allegation. 

r. Justice Hanna—That is pleaded as 
fraud. 

Mr. Wood—And a breach of duty as well. 

Mr. Justice Hanna acceded to the applica. 
tion of Mr. FitzGibbon, and gave a direction 
to the jury to find in favour of the defend- 
ants. He gave judgment dismissing the action 
with costs, and made an order for a stay of 
execution pending consideration by the plain- 
tiffs of entering an appeal against the 
decision.

HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS CITED.

Continuing his opening argument, Mr. 
Lavery cited a large additional number of 
decided cases bearing upon the subject, not 
mly in this country and England, but in 
British Columbia, in Canada, and in Quebec.

Australia’s Plight. 

The plight of the Commonwealth of 
Australia is illustrated in graphic 
fashion by the Budget which Mr. 
Scullin, the Premier, who also is acting 
as National Treasurer, has introduced in 
the Canberra Parliament. Since Labour 
assumed office in Australia matters have 
been going from bad to worse. After the 
War money was so.plentiful that wages 
were forced up to a preposterous level, and 
expenditure has mounted at an appalling 
Last April Mr. Scullin decided to 
Not only were 


rate. 
resort to heroic measures. 
tariffs increased; but fmports were re- 
stricted and, in some cases, prohibited 
altogether. Naturally, this radical change 
had an adverse effect on the national 
balance sheet. The reduction of imports 
involved a serious drop in the receipts 
from Customs and Excise duties; and at 
the end of the financial year the Govern- 
ment found that revenue had fallen short 
of expenditure by £1,470,000. In spite of 
this warning, Mr. Scullin and his col- 
leagues have persisted in their intention to 
restrict imports, with the result that the 
estimates for 1930-1931 show a deficit of 
more than £14,000,000. This remarkable 
drop in Australia’s revenue is attributed 
entirely to the reduction of imports, with 
consequent loss of import duties, and to 
the decline in taxable incomes, which also 
can be traced to the same source. 

In his new Budget Mr. Scullin shows dis- 
tinct signs of panic. Customs and Excise 
duties—already far too high—have been 
raised by £5,700,000. A new Sales Tax 
is estimated to produce £5,000,000; postal 
charges will yield an additional revenue 
of £1,000,000, and Income Tax will show 
an increase of £850,000. In addition to 
these increased taxes, Mr. Scullin hopes 
to raise £1,500,000, which is the 
accumulated income from the liquidation 
of enemy property in Australia, and thus 
to be able to balance his Budget. The new 
taxes are very far-reaching. The Sales 
Tax will levy 24 on all 
transactions in the Commonwealth, except 
those which are exempted specifically from 
its incidence, There will be a tax of 3d. 
a gallon on petrol, as well as imposts 
of 6d. a pound on tobacco, 1s. a pound 
on cigarettes, -and 2s. a pound on cigars. 
Films will be taxed at the rate of a penny 
a foot, and newsprint at the rate of £1 
Income Tax will be increased con- 


per cent, 


a ton. 
siderably ; wireless valves will be subject 
to an ad valorem tax of ten per cent., and 
the postal rate on letters will be raised 
from three-halfpence to twopence. The 
deliberate restriction of imports is 
calculated to give Australian industry a 
chance to establish itself, but, as it is 
accompanied by an immense increase in 
general taxation, what is gained on the 
roundabouts is lost on the swings. In his 
Budget speech Mr. Scullin announced that 
at least £30,000,000 would be needed in 
the near future to ‘‘clear up the London 
position.” Australia has been spending 
so recklessly. that the London money 
market is virtually closed against the 
Commonwealth. 

- The whole Commonwealth is up in arms 
against Mr. Scullin's proposals. Within a 
few months he has managed to saddle the 
country with a deficit of 25 per cent. of 
its total income, and, despite the new 
taxes, there is every reason to believe 
that the Budget will remain unbalanced 
at the end of the year. No country can 
live for itself alone. Australia depends 
very largely for her income on her exports, 
and Mr, Scullin’s ridiculous import 
prohibitions are likely to ruin her external 
trade. Five foreign nations—France, 
Belgium, Germany, Italy and Japan—buy 
goods from Australia to the annual 
amount of £55,000,000, while their sales 
in the Commonwealth amount only to 
£15,000,000. Thus, in respect of these 
countries, Australia has a favourable 
balance of £40,000,000, which now is in 
serious danger. This loss might not be 
so bad if Australia had made any arrange- 
ment to admit British goods free of duty 
to the Commonwealth, but Mr. Scullin 
shows a magnificent impartiality in his 
restrictions, and Britain suffers with the 
foreign ‘exporters. Of course, the 
experiment cannot last very much longer. 
Persistence in Mr. Scullin’s policy will 
lead inevitably to the bankruptcy court;

The Vanished Orchestra. - 

A recent incident in Dublin revealed the 
public attitude towards the supersession of 
the picture-house orchestra by so-called 
‘‘ synchronised,” or “' ¢anned,”’ music 


“from Hollywood and Klstree.” We do not 


know how far this: protest mirrored a 
general revulsion among picture-house 
publics throughout the world, but we 
lament its necessity. Once entertainment 
was a matter of service between entertainer 
and audience. If the show failed to please, 
it was withdrawn, and something more 
acceptable was substituted. Now, on the 
other hand, entertainment must fall in 
with .the tendency of the age. The 
films—immeasurably the most popular 
and most widespread form of enter- 
tainment—are, immediately or -indirectly, 
in the grasp of the syndicate, which 
does not alter its canons, unless 
and until it becomes obvious that 
the revenues of the box-office are suffering. 
Organised entertainment in these latter 
days is a form of commerce, and we can- 
not blame the film potentates who desire 
to produce as cheaply as possible. 
Sooner or later the matter is bound 
to come to an issue. If the general 
public—thet is, a public large enough 
to hawe .a very sensible effect— 
likes ‘‘ canned ” music, “ canned ' music 
will remain; if it disapproves, the film 
world must yield to its decision. Already 
in the United States a Music Defence 
League, formed to combat the mechanistic 
tendency, has enrolled virtually two 
million members. Primarily the movement 
is organised by dispossessed musicians. 
The sum of unemployed in every country 
is swollen by the members of picture-house 
orchestras, whose talents, from the mone- 
tary point of view, now are wasted. Dublin 
has many picture-houses in proportion to 
her size, which used to employ a large 
numbe> of musicians, and soon, as it 
appears, the last survivors may be cast 
upon the streets. We sympathise with 
these helpless artists; for the blow came 
unexpectedly and out of a distant sky. We 


sympathise also with the general public, 
condemned to endure inferior music. 
old orchestra had its defects. 


The 
““ Picture- 
house music ” long has been a term in 
vogue among cognoscenti to denote a type 


of composition which, if not particularly 
noble, at least did not insult the cultivated 
taste. In the best houses its performers 


were skilful and, even in the worst, they 
were competent, In exchange for such real 
music, second-rate though it may have 
been, the audiences of the future must be 


contented with tattered fragments from 
the masters, alternating with the senti- 
mentality and tonal eccentricities of Holly- 


wood. It can be argued, no doubt, that 
the music of the films will be improved as 
the elocution of the actors has been im- 
proved. Hope remained in Pandora’s box, 
but the evils already had escaped; and 
must until 
canned ’’ music has disappeared or—an

French Football. 


The French Ministry of Physical 
Education has addresséd an official 
circular to the principal sporting clubs. 
It warns them that they will lose the 
Government’s support if football matches 
and other athletic contests under their 
auspices continue to be marred by 
violence. Of late such 
violence—especially in the Rugby football 
arena—has become a national scandal 
and, indeed, a national peril. Several 
deaths have taken place as the result 
either of foul oly or of actual fights. 
between Rugby players. Rules are 
violated almost as a matter of course, and 
the French referee who dares to give an 
unpopular decision is a brave man. 
Spectators regard themselves as their 
favourite team’s second line of support, 
and on the slightest provocation fling 
themselves into the fray. At many 
football grounds notices remind the 
public—too often without effect—that 
they are admitted, not as supernumerary 
players, but only as spectators, and that 
they must respect the referce’s decisions. 
The cause of these excesses is no secret. 
Rugby football is a strenuous game 
which, if it is to be played cleanly and 
safely, demands a strict control of temper 
and strict observance of precise ~ules. 
The Gallic temperament—especially in 
the South—is fiery and impatient of 
defeat, and still is a stranger to. that 
Rugby discipline which has made self- 
control almost an instinct in these 
islands. Furthermore, the growth of 
Rugby in France has been so swift that 
the game is played today by thousands 
who have little or no knowledge of the 
rules. Happily, as this circular shows, 
the danger is recognised, and we have no 
doubt that the leading clubs will take 
prompt and severe steps to abolish it. 
Their efforts will have the hearty 
sympathy of our. own clubs; for French 
Rugby, at its best, has produced players 
and sportsmen of the finest type. 


Cymbeline. 


We assume too readily that there was 
no civilisation in England before the 
Roman conquest. To-day the archzxo- 
logists are vindicating Shakespeare, whose 
“ Cymbeline ” describes the splendours of 
an early English Court. Cymbeline’s 
capital was Camulodunum, the first city 
of England, and it occupied the site of 
the present QOolchester. There, as the 
Morning Post tells us, recent excavations 
have revealed traces of a community that 
was well organised before the Romans 
came. They show that in Cymbeline’s 
time the area was thickly populated; 
substantial houses, built of timber, were 
common, and imported luxuries were not 
confined to the princes and nobles. Even 
then Southern England was in close 
contact with all parts of the Western 
Empire. There was an extensive traffic in 
wine and olive oil from Gaul and the 
Mediterranean; pottery and bronze were 
imported in large quantities from Italy, 
Gaul and the Rhine. A particular brand 


ceased, or was eased, within the century, 


when Rome established herself at York 
and Chester, and Britain became a member 
of the Roman Empire. Economic laws 
are constant and history repeats itself. 
Once again foreign wares are beiug dumped 
in England and foreign tariffs cripple. her. 
exports. Will she find relief in the great 
conception of Empire free trade for regions 
Cesar never knew?

CLEAN MILK AND 
TRAFFIC BILLS 
TO WAIT.

Next Wednesday the Dail will meet for 
a few hours to receive bills from the 
Senate, after which it will adjourn for a 
four months’ holiday. 

Meanwhile, a number of matters 
which have required legislative attention 
for years past will be left over. 

Among these is the problem of ensuring 
a clean milk supply for the Irish Free 
State, and the equally important problem 
of reorganising the traffic laws to meet the 
country’s present-day needs. 

It is not denied that there is room for 
improvement in the existing methods of 
producing and distributing milk. Author- 
ties like Professor Biggar, of Dublin 
University, and Dr. Grimes, of Cork, have 
demonstrated time and again how disease 
is spread through the sale of impure milk. 

Two years ago a Government Committee 
investigated the problem, and made 
various recommendations, which would go 
a long way towards ensuring a clean milk 
supply. Proper inspection of dairies and 
cowsheds, the good health of persons em- 
ployed in milk production and distribu- 


the recommendations made in the report. 
So far the Committee’s recommendations 
have not been embodied in a parliamen- 
tary bill. 


TRAFFIC LEGISLATION. 

New traffic :egislation is long over-due. 
A comprehensive traffic bill, based on the 
recommendations of the Inter-Depart 
mental Committee on Road Traffic, and a 
smaller measure to deal with Dublin’s 
peculiar traffic problem, are said to be in 
the hands of the draughtsmen. Even if 
these bills are introduced, of which there 
is no guarantee, when the Dail re- 
assemblies next November, they could 
hardly become law before the beginning of 
next year. 

Yet, 206 people were killed and over 
5,000 injured in road accidents in the Free 
State last year, and of these 66 were killed 
in Dublin alone. The Civic Guards are 
doing their best to prevent, accidents by 
the regulation of road trafficy but they are 
sadly hampered because of the antiquated 
code which at present does service for 
traffic law 

Deputies must have their annual holiday

THE LIGHTNING STRIKE. 


Tt is true that without any complaint 
or grievance a small section of our em- 
ployés adopted a lightning strike on the 
evening of the 9th May—the last evening 
of the Royal Dublin Society’s Spring 
Show—leaving hundreds of people on the 
quays at Dublin without means of return- 
ing to their homes in the country. Many 
of these people had not money to pay for 
food or lodging, and, perhaps, what was 
more serious, had no means of letting 
their families and friends know the cause 
of their detention. 

With respect to the tourist traffic, my 
directors are very pleased to be able to 
inform your committee that they had no 
difficulty in permanently employing a new 
staff to replace the men who adopted the 
lightning strike, and our services through- 
out the country were carried on without 
any inconvenience to tourists and the 
public. i 

My directors take this opportunity to 
let you know that if your committee 
consider improved or new services are re 
quired to facilitate the tourist business, 
they are prepared to meet your requests 
promptly, and in this connection Í am to 
add that within a short time we will get 
delivery of fifteen 20-seater new Leyland 
Badger omnibuses (Free State-bui!t 
bodies), which will be the most up-to-date 
vehicles for tourist traffic, including party 
trips.

CHANCELLOR AND THE 
? COMING OF AGE. 


The Summer Graduation ceremony in con- 
néction with Queen’s University, Belfast, 
took place yesterday in the Assembly Hall, 
Belfast. The Chancellor (the Marquis of 
Londonderry) presided, and the Vice-Chan- 
céllor (Dr. Livingstone) was also present. 

Lord Londonderry, at the outset, said this 
wes the year during which Queen’s Univer. 
sity celebrates her coming of age, her 21st 
year of existence as a University. The 
charter establishing Queen’s University and 
Mass the first officers and members of 
the Senate was issued on December 2, 1908. 
The statutes of the University were sealed 
on May 17, 1909. Queen's College, Belfast, 
was dissolved on October 31, 1909. The 
University may, therefore, now be con: 
sidered to have reached its twenty-first birth. 
day and eome of age. 

Proceeding, the Chancellor said :+-Those 
who brought about the conversion of Queen's 
Colleye-—-more than 70 years old—into a Uni. 
versity made a great venture. There was 
opposition. But the creators of the Univer. 
Bity ~ saw truth has 
no means ye sunk the 

ral mind, and yet which “is 
indispensable foundation ‘ of prosperity 
and progress for the future—that the modern 
world. with its daily increase of knowledge, 
with its ever more puzzling perplexity, needs 
the best hrains trained in the best possible 
wav. This training it is the task of the 
University to give to the elite of the com. 
munity—to those who by character and in. 
telligenee rise to the top and are called to 
direct the future. A country or a community 
with @ sécond-rate University will be second. 
itself—not only in culture, but in 
industry and commerce. 

STEADY ADVANGE. 

Tn its first session in 1909 the University 
had 606 matriculated students. Among these 
were 152 women. To-day the University has 
1,527 matriculated students. of whom 435 are 
women. If you add unmatriculated students. 
our numbers would rise nearly to 1,400. That 
of itself is enough to justify the creation of 
the University. The need which it has had 
{» meet is something far beyond what its 
founders must have foreseen. Numbers. of 
coursé, ere the least thing in the distinction 
of a University. Quality of work is more 
difficult to estimate and measure. In the last 
resort we shall be judged by our graduates, 
by the use which those who, year by year. 
receive their degree at this ceremony, make 
of their capacities and talents. 

A University is judged by its children. 
But I mav properly refer to one fact which 
will, I think, indicate the quality of the 
University’s work.” A prize is offered ‘bv 
the British Medical Association to the 
Universities and University Colleges of Ire- 
land. For the last three years that prize 
has been carried off by a graduate of 
Queen’s, That of itself is a sufficient testi 
mony of the well-earned and steadily grow- 
ing reputation of our medical school. That 
is, I think, an eloquent testimony of the 
quality of the work here. It shows that far 
from falling. behind she has steadily ad- 
vanced in strength, that she is giving to 
the youth of Ulster an education which 
enables them to compete on equa] terms 
with their contemporaries elsewhere if they 
go abroad; and, if they stay at home, te 
serve the community according to their 
capacities and position.

SPEED OF HEAVY 
VEHICLES.

When the House 6f Commons to-day re- 
sumed consideration of the Road Traffic Bill 
on report, Colonel Ashi¢y moved an amend- 
ment to Clause 10 to provide that, subject 
to the appreval of both Houses of Parflia- 
ment, the Minister of Transport should he 
given power to vary the speed-limits of 
heavy vehicles. Ten or fifteen years heres, 
he said, it was impossible to say what speed 
would be reachéd, and some power of this 
sort was very desirable. 

Mr. Morrison expressed his agreement with 
the amendment, and it was accepted by the 
House. 

Colonel Howard Bury proposed that a 
person should not be convicted under the 
clause desjling with reckless and dangerous 
driving, on the wneorroborated evidence of 
one witness. In Beetjand, he said, corroho-

in this respeet had worked exceedingly well. 

The Solicitor-General opposed the amend- 
ment, He saw no regson why a motorist 
eharged with an alleged offence should be 
pub in a better position than persons 
charged with other offencés.

On a division the amendment was rejected 
by 273 votes to 140. 

THIRD-PARTY RISKS.

The British Preparatory Committee for the 
Jmperial Conference presented its report to 
the Government last evening. 

The Committee is composed of represenia- 
tives of the Association of British Chambers 
o* Commerce, the Federation of British In- 
dustries and the Chamber of Shipping of the 
United Kingdom. It was appointed to draw 
up the views and tecommendations of the 
commercial, industrial and shipping interests 
of the country for presentation to the (io. 


rh deca report states:—‘' That the 
British Empire should operate as an economic 
unit has ge been an ideal towards 
which many efforts have been made. That 
these efforts have not, so far, heen fully 
suceessful is due fundamentally to the lack 
of proper machinery for the consideration of 
the many problems that atise, and for en- 
abling proper ard suitable action to be taken 
following the conclusions arrived at. If the 
Kmpire is to arrive at a common policy, 
there must be adtqnate machinery for in- 
vestigation and consúltation, and the creation 
of such machinery is the most immediate 
problem confronting the Empire to-day. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. — 

The Committee, therefore, recommends 
that suitable machinery for constant and 
adéquate investigation and consultation 
Within the Empire should be dévised, 

In particular, the Committee urges most 
strongly that, as part of this Miz sole a 
permanent Imperial Economie Secretariat, 
drawn from all parts of the Empire, should 
be established, in order fo pursue a 
constant study of the problems involved to 
serve as a centre of accurate information upon 
which alone sound decisions can be taken, 
and to ensure that Empire policy ts not con- 
sidered spasmodically, but is subject to con- 
tinuous and scientific study and action, 

The problem of devising an economic policy 
for the Empire should. be studied in a scienti- 
fic spirit, free from all political bias, and in 
tie work of the permanent secretariat, and of 
any conference which may take place in con: 
nection with that work, every question aftect- 
ing inter-imperial trade should be brought 
under review, and no question should be de- 
warred from discussion owing to  pdlitival 
party prejudicés or opinions.

FARMER AND PERSISTENT 
PERSECUTION. 

At Oarrick-on‘Shannon Circuit Court 
yesterday, before Judge Sheehy, a farmer 
naméd Joseph Healy, of Cloone, Co. Leitrim, 
sought £600 compensation for the alleged 
nalicious burning of his house and out-offices 
in June, 1929. 

The plaintiff's case was that he had ‘to 
fly the county ” owing to persistent persecu- 
tion, and was living in Glasgow when he 
received a letter, signed 'P. M.,”’ 
Cloone, notifying him that his place had been 
burned. 
by a friend, Patrick MeGovern. 

In court yesterday McGovern said that he 
did not send the letter—which was produced 
and which bore the Emancipation stamp, 
current in. the Free State at the time. 

Judge Sheehy dictated a letter to 
McGovern, and when he perused it, said he 
had not the slightést doubt but that 
McGovern wrote the létter of notification 
to Healy, and ordered the letter McGovern 
had written to be impounded in court, aid 
told him, if arraigned on the charge and 
found guilty, he was liable to a long term. 

The applicant Healy said he suffered for 
years from a campaigh of persistent persecu- 
tion. The local Volunteers during the 
troubled periods had tied him up frequently, 
and he had been raided by masked men. 

He also said that every time he was about 
to marry he was waylaid and threatened, and 
treated so badly that he had to leave the 
country. The man to whom he let his farm 
in his absence had refused to take it again, 
and “new he was on the high road.”’ 

Sergeant Nolan stated that he visited the 
scene of the burning and found a teapot in 
the ruins, which contained tea which appeared 
to have been freshly made. 

His lordship dismissed the claim, but subse. 
quently, Mr. Lynch, State Solicitor, asked 
to have the ease adjourned to the next 
Cireuit Court for fear any injustice might 
have been done to the applicant. ec 

His lordship agreed, and the case will bá 
reheard.
